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THE AVERAGE 


The world’s work is carried on by average folks. 
Occasionally we have a Burns a Shakespeare, a Cae- 
sar, or a Napoleon, but they are rare. The output of 
humanity is, on the whole, only fair; fair sermons, 
fair poems, 'fair manufactured products, fair crops rais- 
ed, fair business and professional accomplishments. 

This is because most people are not willing to 
put for.h the utmost, effort. They are content “that 
will suffice.” Instead of most of us giving with the 
average. Not ‘somewhat better,” but all we can of 

self, we try to figure out what the smallest arnount is | 
that will answer. 

The average in people is seen in two ihings— 
inheritance and attainments. Some people are blessed 
with about | per cent native ability, and their attain- 
ments are 50 per cent of what they should be. Some- 
times there are those who rank about 50 per cent in 
endowments, but their returns are 100 per cent. Others 
are blessed with about 50 per cent of what we call 
“genius, and their attainments are about~m that ratio. 

Now the trouble with our world is that most of 
its people are in the third class, when they could just 
as well be in the second class mentioned. A medio- 
cre kindof work is being accomplished, when it 
should be first class. The reason for this is that those | 
of limited endowments claim exemption from responst- 
bility. That principle is not only wrong, but. it is 
perilous. a ,
